1. OCT 3 LIMA PRESS REPORTS ON TERRORIST INCIDENTS WHICH TOOK PLACE 
IN LIMA ON OCT 1 AND 2. 

2. ON EVENING OCT 1, FIRE DESTROYED MAIOR PORTION OF MINER-PERU'S 
OFFICES. PRESS REPORTS THAT MINERO-PERU SUFFERED ALMOST TWO 
HUNDRED MILLION SOLES IN DAMAGES. OCT 3 EXPRESO HEADLINES THAT 
SABOTAGE IS SUSPECTED IN FIRE BECAUSE EXPLOSION PRECEDED FIRE, 

WHICH SPREAD VERY QUICKLY. 

3. ON NIGHT OCT 2, EXPLOSIONS AND BOMBING ATTEMPTS ALSO OCCURRED. 
REPORTEDLY, THIRTY CENTIMERTER PIPE BOMB WAS THROWN AT LA PRENSA AND 
ATTEMPT WAS MADE AT SOVIET EMBASSY. EXPLOSIONS ALSO HEARD IN 
MIRAFLORES. THERE WERE NO APPARENT INJURIES. 

4. COMMENT: THESE ACTIONS APPEAR TO BE PART OF TERRORIST CAMPAIGN 
DESIGNED TO UN-NERVE REGIME. SO FAR, THERE HAS BEEN NO REPORTED 
LOSS OF LIFE.
